In com- 
pany with a majority of both houses of Congress, 
he voted to apply to Oregon the Wilmot Pro 
vi.>o, prohibiting slavery within the limits of the 
Territory.

priety affirm that the bill gave them no power over 
it until they applied for admission as a State, and 
that in the meanwhile the Constitution protecta 
slavery in Kanaaa.
